Entries are a d ­ 
vertised to close at 4 o ’clock this 
afternoon. 
The fullest dep artm en t at noon 
was the live stock departm ent, es­ 
pecially the cattle division. 
Some 
of the finest cattle ever seen in this 
section of Oklahom a have been e n ­ 
tered 
The best specimens seen in 
the cattle row are Holsteins, J e r ­ 
seys, Herefords, and 
Durhams. 
A 
feature of this departm ent is a pair 
of twin short horn 
bulls 
sixteen 
m onths old. 
The 
poultry 
exhibit 
is showing 
some of the finest of birds of sever­ 
al varieties. Among the entries is 
one cock of the W hite Orpington 
strain 
that 
has taken first 
money 
at Oklahoma City and Dallas. 
Most of the hogs seen 
in 
the 
pens are Red Durocs and Poland- 
Chinas. 
A nine hundred pound Po- 
land-China boat 
is among the en­ 
tries and presents a wonderful con­ 
crete illustration of the stock rais­ 
ing possibilities of Pontotoc county. 
The extremely hot weather is caus­ 
ing a lot of worry to the fat pigs 
in the exposed pens. 
One of the most promising de­ 
partm ents is the exhibits of several 
of the rural schools of the county. 
A highly creditable exhibit is that 
of the 3rd grade 
of 
the 
Yanoss 
school. This 
exhibit 
consists 
of 
specimens of work in drawing, pen­ 
manship, numbers, and fancy work. 
Those interested in school work will 
find this exhibit well worth seeing. 
The Center exhibit is also a very at­ 
tractive one, consisting

specimens,

Austrian

conference, signed the 
treaty

peace between the allied and asso­ 
ciated pow’ers and the Austrian re­ 
public at 10:15 this morning.

all the delegates

had seated themselves Dr. Renner 
was introduced 
with

Mirrors at Versailles on J u n e 28th. 
Prem ier Clemenceau, of France, 
opened the session by asking Dr. 
Renner to put his signature to the 
treaty,

the preamble of the document.

Tty the Associated Press 
NEW YORK, Sept. IO.— Belgium ’s 
beloved spiritual prince, guardian of 
2,500,000 
Roman Catholics in the

fierce 
resistance stayed the G erm an ava­ 
lanche, landed in New York yester­ 
day. 
He 
has come 
to 
th an k 
the 
American people for th eir assistance 
to Belgium during the war. 
Cardinal Desideratus Merceir was 
born 
on 
November 
22, 
1851, 
in 
Braine d ’Alleud, a village only a 
few miles from famous Waterloo. 
Typical of the heroism of King 
A lbert’s countrymen, this physically 
frail but intellectually powerful pre­ 
late of the church stirred the whole 
world to adm iration of his courage 
when, on the first w a r Christm as 
in 1914, with G erm ans everywhere 
in Belgium, he issued his famous 
Pastoral letter, denouncing the in­ 
vader and urging his people to resist 
in these words: 
“ Germany has violated her oath. 
W e can neither n um ber our dead 
nor com pute the m easure of 
our 
ruins. 
Occupied 
provinces 
are not 
conquered provinces. The a u th o rity 
of the invader *s no lawful a u th o r­ 
ity. Therefore, in soul and in con­ 
science, you owe it neither respect, 
attachm ent nor obedience.” 
Later, in protesting against the 
deportation of th e Belgians for forc­ 
ed 
labor, 
he 
threatened 
G ermany 
with "th e reprobation of the civil­ 
ized world, the ju d g m e n t of history 
and the chastisement of God.” 
Fifteen 
thousand 
copies 
of 
the 
C ardinal’s letter were seized and des­ 
troyed, the printer was arrested and 
fined and the brave priest was kept 
a prisoner in his palace by order 
of General von Bissing “ until a re-^ 
traction of the pastoral letter had 
been signed. The Cardinal not only 
refused to retract his statm en ts but 
became even more defiant. 
, 
He was given his liberty, finally, 
and continued to use his voice and 
pen 
against 
the 
"mailed 
fist” 
in 
crystallizing world 
opinion against 
th e Central Powers. All during the 
war, however, he was subjected to 
petty persecutions and his secretary 
and o ther aides were throw n into 
jail. He went through the bom bard­ 
m ents of Antwerp and Malines and 
braved the perils of the common sol­ 
dier. 
Cardinal Merrier was created and 
proclaimed a m em ber of th e Sacred 
College on April 15, 1907. Before 
that he was professor in the Uni­ 
versity of Louvain, which was re­ 
peatedly pillaged and desecrated in 
the war. The prelate’s distinguished 
service for Belgium throughout the 
war has been told in frequent news 
dispatches. Less is publicly known 
of his early record as a churchm an. 
The Cardinal studied at St. Rom- 
bout College, Malines, and the dio­ 
cesan sem inary in the same place. 
He was ordained to |h e priesthood 
April 4, 1874, entered the sem inary 
at Malines in 1877 as a professor of 
philosophy, taking a course in the­ 
ology at the University of Louvain 
and five years later was called to 
the university as professor of Thom- 
istic or liberal philosophy. In 1886

He comes of a distinguished re­ 
ligious 
family

We enjoyed reading the speech delivered before the sen 
ate committee on foreign relations by Bourke Cochran which, 
appeared last week in the Congressional Record. 
We en­ 
joyed it because Cochran is probably the most brilliant oft 
American orators and never speaks that he does not thrill 
his hearers and his readers. 
We enjoyed it because it w as’ 
a matchless review of Ireland’s tragic history. 
We enjoyed 
it most of all, we believe, because he reduced to simplest; 
terms the position taken by those who oppose the treaty ot 
Paris. 
It was a defiant statement of this reason behind the; 
opponents of the league and tells in clean-cut language why! 
the league is being opposed. 
Cochran appealed primarily for Irish freedom. 
He as­ 
serted that in all the course of human history nations have 
won their freedom in only three ways. 
The governing nation j 
has given the subject nation its liberty. 
The subject nation 
has won its freedom by defeating the superior power on the| 
battlefield. 
Or outside nations have 
leant 
assistance, 
as 
France leant aid to the colonists in our own Revolutionary 
War. 
Mr. Cochran dismissed as puerile the suggestion that 
England will ever agree to surrender control of Ireland. 
He 
admitted that Ireland is not sufficiently strong to conquer 
England and win her freedom from the British crown. 
Hence 
the only hope for the land of the Shamrock is to enlist the 
aid and arms of America and by the blood of American sol­ 
diers win the freedom of the Emerald Isle. 
For this reason Mr. Cochran frankly opposes the league 
of nations. 
He admits with admirable frankness that the 
establishment of the league will prevent the L nited States 
from lending her armies and navy to fight for the Irish cause. 
He won hearty applause from his senatorial hearers when he 
appealed to them to defeat the league in order that this 
country might later engage in war with the British Empire' 
to free the Irish race. 
The speech of Bourke Cochran is a distinct contribution 
to the league discussion. 
It throws a brilliant light on the 
hypocritical assertions of Lodge and others that the adoption 
of the league will menace the peace of the future. 
It puts 
a fine construction on the fulminations of Sherman that the 
adoption of the league will plunge this nation into continual 
and unexampled war. 
The senatorial catilines have professed 
to

league for fear it would cause war. 
Now comes the greatest 
of American orators and opposes the league because it would 
prevent war. 
He opposes the league because he wants war.

Cleaning Suits at Horns. 
Summer suits made of Palm Beach 
cloth—that is, of strong, plain weaves 
In cotton that go by that name—are 
cool and serviceable and they are very 
popular. 
But they require frequent 
deaning, and cleaning done by profes­ 
sionals has become expensive. 
The 
Palm Beach suit Is apt to prove a cost­ 
ly luxury unless it can be cleaned atg 
home. 
The process which follows is 
about the same as that used by pro­ 
fessionals, except that they have spe­ 
cial facilities for pressing. 
But lf one 
has a sleeve board the pressing ought 
not to present any very great difficulty. 
Before washing, garments should be 
run in gasoline to remove grease or 
oily matter of any kind, allowing them 
to remain for five minutes. For wash­ 
ing, make a suds of lukewarm water 
and a good neutral soap. 
Wash in this 
I suds for about fifteen minutes and 
rinse three times thoroughly. 
After washing, the suits should be 
carefully 
examined 
for 
remaining 
stains, such as grease, paint, varnish 
and 
stains from automobile 
seats. 
Stains 
of 
this 
nature 
should 
be 
scrubbed with a brush and a good 
quality of soap. 
A few drops of car­ 
bon tetrachloride should be dropped on 
the stain and worked into the soap. 
Fruit stains should be treated with 
a warm perborate of sodium solution, 
using one ounce of perborate to a 
pint of warm water. The spot is im­ 
mersed In this solution from five to 
fifteen minutes. 
Ink stains should be 
treated with a weak solution of muri­ 
atic acid first (ten drops to a pint of 
cold water), then placed in a warm 


This stain yields to perborate of so­ 
dium treatment. 
After the garments have been rinsed 
they should be only partially dried be 
fore they are pressed. Iron with mod­ 
erately hot Iron on the wrong side and 
use hangers for both coats and skirts 
when they are put away.

MINE LEADEN IS DEAD

NEW YORK, S*pt. 9 
John Mit­ 
chell, former president of the United 
Mine W orkers of America, and one 
of tile most widely known 
labor 
leaders in the United States, died at 
5 o'clock this afternoon at the post 
g rad u a te hospital. 


Mr. Mitchell had been unconscious 
for several hours before his death. 
His wife, son and d aughter were at 
his bedside when the end came. 
Gov 
Alfred E. Smith, who has 
been on intim ate term s with 
Mr. 
Mitchell for many years, called at 
th e hospital a few minutes before 
his death to inquire about his con­ 
dition. 


Jo h n Mitchell, labor leader, au ­ 
th o r and lecturer, was born at Braid­ 
wood. IU., Feb. 4, 1970. At the age 
of ten he had to leave school and go 
to work, but he continued his edu­ 
cation by studying at night. Later 


he studied law for a year and then 
took 
up 
the 
study 
of 
economics. 
He married K atherine O’Rourke of 
Spring Valley, IU., on J u n e I, 1891. 
Mr. 
Mitchell came into greatest 
prominence as president of the I Bit­ 
ed 
Mine W orkers of America. He 
directed 
two 
strikes of 
the 
mine 
w orkers in 1900 and 1902. At the 
time of his death he was chairm an 
of the state industrial commission. 
He was widely known as a lecturer 
on 
trade 
unionism 
and 
had 
also 
written several books and p am p h ­ 
lets on labor subjects.
